THE LOUISIANA PURCHASE 


Napoleon 
Bonaparte 
«m ade the 
map of Europe by force of arms. His 
influence upon the map of thi- United 
States w>s as profound, but 
it w .s 
xerted in a peaceful fashion, 
Na­ 
poleon came to the conclusion 
that 
since he could not defend New Or­ 
leans, he would dspose of it on tl e 
best terms possible. 
James Mon« e, 
afterwards President of the 
United 
States, had been sent to Paris to help 
with Robert Livingston, the Ameri­ 
can minister there, in 
the 
negotia­ 
tions. but N&poleoit hmi acted before 
M< nrue arrived. 
It is recorded 
in 
histories that he »ummoned two 
of 
his ministers, and addressed them as 
follows: 
“1 am fully sensible of the value of 
Louisiana, and ü was my wish to re­ 
pair the error of the French diplomat» 
ists who ul»andoned it in 1763. 1 have 
scarcely recovered it before 1 run thé 
risk of losing it, but if 1 am obliged 
to give it up, it shall hereafter cost 
more to those who fore«1 me to part 
with it. 
The English have despoiled 
France of ail her northern po»sess- 
ons in America, and now they coved 
those of the South. 
1 am determined 
that they shall not have the Mississi­ 
ppi. Although Louisiana is but a tri­ 
fle compared to their vast possessions 
n other parts of -the globe, yet, judg­ 
ing from the vexation they have man- 
fested on seeing it return to the pow­ 
er of France, I am certain that their 
first object will be to gain possession 
>f it. 
They will probably commence 
the war in th at quarter. 
They have 
twenty vessels in the Gull of Mexico, 
and our affidrs in St. Domingo 
are 
daily getting worse since the death of 
Lv d re e. 
The conquest of Louisiana 
.night be easily made, and I have not 
a moment to lose in getting it out of 
their reach. 
I am not sure but that 
they have already begun an attack 
upon it. Such a measure would be in 
accordance with their habits; and in 
their place 1 should not wait. 
I am 
inclined, in order to deprive them of 
all prospect of ever posssesing fit, to 
cede it to the United States. 
Indeed. 
1 can hardly a»y that I cede it, for 1 
do Bdt yet possess it; and it 1 w'a: 
but a short time 
my 
enemies may 
leave me nothing but an empty title 
to grant to the republic I w ¡sh to con- 
d liate. 
I consider the whole colony 
as lost, and 
I believe 
that 
in the 
hands of this rising power it will be 
more useful to the political and even 
commercial interests of France than 
if 1 should attem pt -o retain it. 
Let 
me have both your Opinion s'on the 
! subject”. 
One of his mii»'»t«rs approved of 
the contmeplated cession, but the oth­ 
er -apposed it. The m atter was long 
and earnestly discussed by them, be­ 
fore the conference was ended.

next day, Napoleon sent for the min-1 
inter, w’ho had agreed with him, and 
said to him: “The season for deliber­ 
ation f.s over. 
1 have determined to 
renounce Louisiana. 
I shall give up 
not only New Orleans, but the whoh 
colony, without reservation. 
That I 
do not undervalue Louisiana, 1 haw 
sufficiently proved, as the o b jtd

my first treaty with Spain was to re­ 
cover it. 
But though 1 regret part­ 
ing with tit, I am convinced it would 
be folly to persist in trying to keep 
it. 
1 commission you, therfeore, to 
negotiate this affair with the envoys 
of the United Suites. 
Do not w^ait 
the arrival of Mr. Monroe, but go this 
very day and confer with Mr. Livings­ 
ton. 
Remember, however, that I need 
ample funds for carrying on the war. 
and I do not wish (to commence it, by 
levying taxes.

great expense in the improvement of 
Louisiana, for which her trade has 
never indemnified them.

have been advanced to different com­ 
panies, which have never been ret lin­ 
ed to the treasury.

Were I to regulate my demands

the importance of this territory to the 
United States,

bounded; but, being obliged to part 
with it, I shall be moderate in

friends, so I knew when I cou ld find 
them a t work, and when they wou ld 
be laid u p.

When tit comes to spotting and de­ 
v eloping nativ e resou rces, these peo­ 
ple of the old American stocks in the 
Sou th are historical characters ov er 
again. Daniel Boone, for instance, had 
a keen ey e for su ch thi ngs. 
One of 
his pets w'as the w aterpower possibil­ 
ities of I)ix Riv er in Kentu cky ! 
In a 
spectacu lar way , it has recently been 
controlled—and it is fu rnishing elec- 
rioity . 
Cannot 
y ou 
half-im agine 
that lrad Boone liv ed he wou ld hav e 
ried ou t dev elopment of the resou rc­ 
es he spotted? 
At 
any rate, 
here 
is 
som ething 
rom which y ou can draw y ou r own 
conclu sions and comparisons. 
Small 
howing of possibilities has ev er been 
made 
by 
a 
considerable body of 
Sou thern Negroes. 
They raiised cot­ 
ton and other crops, and div ided them 
with the landowners in Jieu of money 
•ent. The qu estion has alway s 
been 
w hether once started, these Negroes 
ou ld go it (alone. If so, the Sou th has 
a resou rce tha t has been w asting, like 
:he w aters of Dix Riv er. 
Abou t the tim e its impov ement got 
u nder way , a man who believ ed there 
is som ething in this class of Negro, 
bou ght sev eral thou sands of acres in 
a fertile Sou thern cou nty that 
was 
11 bu t abandoned, becau se the boll 
weev il practically pu t an end to cot­ 
ton raising fchere. 
The land was di­ 
v ided into sm all plots; com fortable 
hou sse w ere 
erected 
on 
the plots; 
com fortable hou sse were erected 
on 
the plots, and thr y ards were 
well 
fenced. 
Negroes w ere 
selected 
from 
the 
mass—and some were 
sorry 
speci­ 
mens. 
As nearly as it cou ld be done 
at the time, each Negro was set u p as 
i planter. 
He rented the plots for 
money rent, to be paid for ou t of the 
proceeds of his crops. Two acres were 
alloted for comm* rcial tru cking; and 
two or three additional acres for cot­ 
ton and corn. 
Inasmu ch as these Ne- 
groes were penniless, they went 
in 
debt for horses, mu les, 
cows, 
hogs 
and pou ltry . 


In abou t, the same manner tha t the 
engineering details were carried ou t 
at 
Dix 
Riv er, 
the 
Negroes were 
coached 
to become 
planters. 
They 
had to knrn what to them wTas a new 
form of agricu ltu re. The first 
y ear, 
three tru ck crops we re 
raised, 
one 
*fter another. 
The Negroes receiv ed 
cash money for their crops. Then the 
cotton crop cam e along, and the Ne­ 
groes receiv ed cash 
money 
for it. 
Thu s, they had cash fou r time in one 
y ear. Fu rtherm ore, the Negro got all 
lhat was com ing to hinn 
He paid his 
rent. 
Paid ettthi» "* ki fu ll, or m nrly 
so, for his liv estock; his debt at the 
commu nity st oe, and w'ith 
bu t few 
x eeptions these Negroes had money 
left ov er. 
At one 
ju mp, 
their 
self-respect 
perked 
u p. 
Theretofore, they 
had 
been the su bjects of some qu eer deals. 
“Credit m erchants” 
su pplied 
them 
for a y ear at a tim e, and t<H>k ov er 
the N egroes’ shares of w hatev er they 
raised, marketed hte crops, and 
de­ 
du cted the amou nts of indebtedness. 
Settlem ents were annu al. These m er­ 
chants had things their own way — the 
Negroes wrere ignorant. 
The story of 
the “credit m erchant” in the Sou th i: 
no sweet tale. 
If a N egro was lu cky , 
he had a few' dollars left ou t of his 
crop. 
The u su al thing was that he 
had nothing—or W'as still in debt. If 
he had liv estock, it was often taken 
away from him. 
The 
ou tlook 
was 
hopeless. 
The Negro wsa trained to shiftless­ 
ness. 
Althou gh fu rnished 
a hou se, 
and a garden, he took little interest 
in either, becau se he nev er cou ld own 
it. 
If 
a 
garden 
wras 
well fenced 
against rabbits, and the hou se porch 
Iju l a good floor, it was a common 
thing for the Negroes to rip u p the 
floor and tear the pickets 
from the 
fence for firewood, rather than walk 
fifty feet farther and chop u p a fall- 
en tree. 
If the Negro gav e his cot­ 
ton crop all of the attention it need­ 
ed, he still had the biggest part of the 
y ear to “jolly arou nd”— loaf, in oth­ 
er words. 
So he had no work habits. 
No sav ing habits. 
This is bu t a has­ 
ty glance, bu t it tou ches the highest 
spots of a condition tha t is generally 
improv ing 
bu t 
the 
effect 
is still 
there. 
Conv inced that there was no trick­ 
ery abou t this new enterprise, the Ne­ 
groes were hopefu l with all of 
the 
enthu siasm tha t 
m arks any 
Ne^ro 
emotion. 
They realized the benefits 
< i 
steady 
work—and 
com me / . t ’ 
tru cking is an all-ithe-y ear-rou nd j^o. 
They cou ld bu y the ln|ad they worked 
— and they ’re doing this. 
S om e'are 
embarki ng rn animal hu sbandry . All 
f them are going it alone. The resu lt 
s that they ’re showing am azing pos­ 
sibilities in ev ery direction. 
They are 
planters, and they realize their re­ 
sponsibilities. 
They pridefu lly show 
y ou their neat homes, and 
gardens, 
and liv estock. 
Their pride in pos­ 
session is pitifu l. 
They tell y ou of 
their ¡liv ings in cash. 
A heretofore 
almost u seless class of 
people 
has 
shown that it can be dev eloped. 
Of 
cou rse, it was no easy job. 


j 
Al enisin is so completely absent in 
one big area, that 
y o u’re repeatedly 
tol there, “When we read in the news­ 
papers abou t what is going on in New 
York, where ev en children bo rn in the 
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United States of foreign-born parents 
aie pu blicly preaching the ov erthrow 
of ou r form of gov ernm ent, and where 
a com m ittee was appointed to rev ise 
ou r h story to meet the ideas of cer­ 
tain foreigners, we can’t realize that 
su ch things are occu ring in ou r Uni- 
ted States. It m u st be 
some 
other 
cou ntry ! 
We’v e 
nev er 
seen 
any 
aliens, and their Am erican born, 
of 
tha t kind in ou r section. 
We don’t 
w ant to see any of them. If they pome 
here, and try su ch tricks, there’ll be 
no langu or abou t g.v ing them short 
shrift”. 
The boast of 
one 
of the 
biggest 
sou thern indu strial centers is of its 
freedom from the ty pe

The Sou th is com pletely transform ­ 
ed. 
It is dev eloping faster than any 
other section of the United 
States. 
And this is attribu ted throu ghou t the 
Sou th to the fact that Am ericans are 
at it, and tha t they are sticking 
to 


Am erican principles tha t 
are 
tried 
and tru e. 
Foreign theories and isms 
hav e no show. 
The prev ailing thou ght can be su m ­ 
med 
u p 
in 
the 
rem ark of a y ou ng 
chap, who, with his brother, o|>erates 
a restau rant in a big sou thern city . 
‘ We 
m arried 
sisters, 
and came 
down here ia,bou t two y ears ago”, he 
said. 
“ We made the mov e to

aw ay from the foreigners. 
Up in the 
part of Indiana we came from they 
were getting

geography . 


They are actu ally mov ing backward 
I to pick u p as many sou thern

Take Birm ingham . 
A bit ov er 6 0 
i y ears ago it was no thing but la nd, in­ 
closed by m ou ntains. 
Bu t the land 
held within a stone's throw of each 
other all of the m aterials from 
being 
steel. 
These m inerals were dev elo ped 
A resu lt is Birm ingham , which claims 
to be the biggest city of its a g e in 
the world. 
It nev er was of the So uth. 
It 
resembled Pittsbu rgh—then, Chi­ 
cago—at times, a w estern city . 
Peo 
pie from all of the old sou thern 
sto ck 
cam e there, and helped bu ild 
the city 
-and they left their traditions 
at 
home, together with heirloom fu rni­ 
tu re, and old silv er. 
The city was thorou ghly m aterial­ 
ist, c.
